Anger about a local salon’s con¬ 
troversial advertisement grew to a 
whole new level as vandals 
attacked the business. 

Edmonton police received a 
report at 11 a.m.

University of Alberta stu¬ 
dents may be hitting the 
books this fall at a slightly 
higher cost. 

The university is one of 
15 across the country opt¬ 
ing out of a deal with Ac¬ 
cess Cop 3 n:ight that 
entitled schools to copy¬ 
righted content, often 
passed on to students in 
“course packs” in lieu of 
textbooks. 

But the proposed in¬ 
crease to a fee charged per 
student for getting the OK 
to reprint up to $45, ver¬ 
sus a $3.40-a-head, plus 10 
cents a copy, was too high, 
said Ernie Ingles, U of A li¬ 
brary vice-provost, who 
oversees the university’s 
cop 5 n:ight office. 

“It works out to two to 
three times what we 
would have been paying,” 
said Ingles. 

The university plans to 
continue getting permis¬ 
sion for cop 3 n:ighted mate¬ 
rials on its own, and Ingles 
said additional staff have 
been added. 

But Roanie Levy, gener¬ 
al counsel for Access Copy¬ 
right, said the change 
means universities have to 
clear content access with 
each textbook owner indi¬ 
vidually. 

“It would be a very 
long, tedious process, and 
would probably be far 
more costly,” said Levy.

Wage lowdown 


Alberta’s minimum wage 
may have risen this month, 
but it still falls below 
what’s “livable,” according 
to one advocacy group and 
those earning the new rate. 

The province’s mini¬ 
mum wage becomes the 
lowest in the country, be¬ 
hind B.C., at $9.40. Servers 
of alcohol in Alberta earn 
less, at $9.05. 

“For many people, rais¬ 
ing the minimum wage is 
not going to have much 
impact for pulling them 
out of poverty,” said Bill 
Moore-Kilgannon of Public 
Interest Alberta. 

He said the real “mini¬ 
mum” is $12 an hour with 
full-time hours, just to be 
over the poverty line. For a 
single mother, that’s closer 
to $17. 

One misnomer is mini¬ 
mum wage earners are all 
kids, said Moore-Kilgan¬ 
non, noting almost 30 per

“If they are going to pay 
us less, we shouldn’t get 
taxed on gratuities,” said 
Bramall. 

She noted that the new 
wage also many not take 
into consideration slow pe¬ 
riods. 

“Yes, we make tips, but 
we have quite a few hours 
before and after we get ta¬ 
bles where we are working 
for minimum wage, and 
now that’s less than every¬ 
one else,” she said.

No one will ever know 
why Nikita Eaglestick ab¬ 
ducted a 13-month-old 
Winnipeg girl and repeat¬ 
edly smashed her face into 
the pavement. 

But the 21-year-old men¬ 
tally disabled woman now 
faces the prospect of 
spending six years in 
prison after pleading 


guilty to child abduction 
and assault causing bodily 
harm in connection to the 
Sept. 1, 2009, attack. 

The assault “was so hor¬ 
rendous that it’s actually 
difficult to find words to 
describe it,” prosecutor 
Jennifer Mann told Court 
of Queen’s Bench Justice 
Deborah McCawley. 

Eaglestick, then 19, was 
drunk at a party at the 
home of the victim’s moth¬ 
er. She was seen walking 
away with a bundle in her 


arms. Not long after, a 
man living nearby said he 
heard a “weird, high- 
pitched noise” and saw a 
woman striking an object 
against the pavement, 
Mann said. As he got closer 
he saw it was a baby. 

The woman ran off and 
was arrested minutes later. 
Mann said she couldn’t of¬ 
fer any explanation for the 
attack, adding Eaglestick 
was heavily intoxicated. 

The baby has since 
made a full recovery.

Uncensored copies of Wik¬ 
iLeaks’ massive tome of 
U.S. State Department ca¬ 
bles were circulating freely 
across the Internet Thurs¬ 
day, a dramatic develop¬ 
ment which leaves U.S. 
sources vulnerable to em¬ 
barrassment and potential 
retribution. 

WikiLeaks has blamed 
Britain’s Guardian newspa¬ 
per for the breach, saying 
that an investigative jour¬ 
nalist had revealed the 
password needed to un¬ 
lock the files in a book 
published earlier this year. 
Guardian journalists said 
that sloppy security at Ju¬ 
lian Assange’s website 
helped expose the cables 
to the world.

O Too much space junk littered 
around planet: Report O Cleaning 
technology touted as solution

Space junk has made such 
a mess of Earth’s orbit that 
experts say we may need 
to finally think about 
cleaning it up. 

That may mean vacu¬ 
uming up debris with 
weird space technology — 
cosmic versions of nets, 
magnets and giant um¬ 
brellas, according to the 
chairman of an expert 
panel that issued a new re¬ 
port on the problem yes¬ 
terday. 

There are 22,000 ob¬ 
jects in orbit that are big 
enough for officials on the 
ground to track and count¬ 
less more smaller ones 
that could do damage to 
human-carrying space¬ 
ships and valuable satel¬ 
lites. The International 
Space Station has to move 
out of the way of debris 
from time to time. 

“We’ve lost control of 
the environment,” said re¬ 
tired NASA senior scientist 
Donald Kessler, who head¬ 
ed the National Academy 
of Sciences report. 

Since the space age be¬ 
gan 54 years ago, civiliza¬ 
tion has littered Earth’s 
orbit with leftover parts 
that come off during 
launches, as well as old 
satellites. When scientists 


noticed that this could be 
a problem, they came up 
with agreements to limit 
new space junk and those 
plans had been working. 

Those agreements 

make sure what is sent in¬ 
to orbit eventually falls 
back to Earth and burns 
up. 

But two events in the 
past four years — a 2007 
Chinese anti-satellite 

weapon test and a 2009 
crash-in-orbit of two satel¬ 
lites — put so much new 
junk in space that every¬ 
thing changed, the report 
said. The Chinese test used 
a missile to smash an ag¬ 
ing weather satellite into 
150,000 pieces of debris 
larger than four-tenths of 
an inch (one centimetre), 
and 3,118 pieces can be 
tracked by radar on the 
ground, the report said. 

“Those two single 
events doubled the 
amount of fragments in 
Earth orbit and complete¬ 
ly wiped out what we had 
done in the last 25 years,” 
Kessler said. 

The report is from the

Shaw dumps 

wireless 

initiative 

O Despite $180M investment, 

Shaw opts for Wi-Fi plan instead 


Shaw Communications has 
pulled the plug on plans to 
launch a wireless phone 
service, favouring instead a 
less risky venture into Wi¬ 
Fi services. 

After spending three 
years and millions of dol¬ 
lars toward a wireless net¬ 
work rollout, the 
Calgary-based telecommu¬ 
nications company said 
Thursday it has deter¬ 
mined that the potential 
payoff doesn’t justify risk¬ 
ing the $1-billion invest¬ 
ment required. 

“The wireless business 
is challenging fi:om a num¬ 
ber of perspectives and it 
became clear from our re¬ 
view that the economics of 
a new entrant wireless 
provider are not com¬ 
pelling,” CEO Brad Shaw 
said on a conference call 
with analysts. 

That’s because new en¬ 
trants lack the economies 
of scale and scope to com¬ 
pete effectively against 
well-established players, 
the company said. 

Toronto-based Rogers 
Communications Inc. has 
Canada’s largest base of 
wireless customers, fol 
lowed by BCE Inc.’s Bell 
Canada and Telus Corp., 
Shaw’s main rival in West¬ 
ern Canada. There are 
smaller, newer wireless 
carriers that have sprung 
up since the federal gov¬ 
ernment auctioned off ad 



ditional spectrum and set 
aside a portion of it for 
newcomers. 

Shaw said the company 
reached its decision after 
reviewing its assets, in¬ 
cluding how wireless 
would fit within its exist¬ 
ing service bundles that in¬ 
clude Internet, cable 
television and satellite tel¬ 
evision. Instead, the com¬ 
pany will focus on building 
a Wi-Fi network that will 
let customers use Shaw 
services outside their 
home, a trend it has 
pegged for growth as it 
sees a shift in Internet us¬ 
age toward handheld de¬ 
vices. 

Shaw’s retreat leaves 
Western Canada the only 
part of Canada where the 
cable competitor is not in 
wireless.

Big Three automakers boast strong sales in August 


Sales of new cars and 
trucks in August were up 
from a year ago with the 
Big Three automakers from 
Detroit posting strong 
gains amid uncertain con¬ 
sumer confidence and a 
fragile economic recovery. 

Overall in Canada, sales 
of cars and light trucks in 
August were up 3.2 per 
cent firom a year ago at 
140,361 compared with 
136,069 in August 2010, ac¬ 


cording to data compiled 
by DesRosiers Automotive 
Consultants. 

The gains were driven 
by sales of light trucks, 
while car sales slipped 
down. 

Dennis DesRosiers noted 
it has been an unusual year 
for the auto industry with 
the Japanese automakers 
hit hard by the earthquake 
and tsunami that disrupted 
their manufacturing and 


caused shortages for deal¬ 
erships. 

He noted that although 
the Canadian economy re¬ 
mains stronger than the 
United States, troubles re¬ 
main at the low end of the 
market. 

“So although the trends 
emerging this year are veiy 
real and can be well docu¬ 
mented, I think we need to 
wait another year or maybe 
two to see whether they 


are sustainable in the 
medium to long term,” 
DesRosiers said. 

Ford Canada chief exec¬ 
utive David Mondragon 
noted that while the Cana¬ 
dian economy is still in a 
period of recovery. Ford 
maintained its leadership 
position for the second 
consecutive year. 

It sold 25,927 vehicles in 
August, its best results for 
the month in 23 years and 


up eight per cent firom a 
year ago. 

Meanwhile, General Mo¬ 
tors Canada took the No. 2 
position, with 25,045 vehi¬ 
cles sold — a seven per 
cent increase from the 
month last year. 

Chrysler Canada saw the 
biggest percentage in¬ 
crease in sales among the 
so-called Detroit Big Three 
automakers, driven by a 
doubling in car sales. 


An 18 per cent increase 
in Jeep sales also helped 
the company. 

Sales increased 16.6 per 
cent to 18,816 vehicles 
firom 16,144 over the same 
month in 2010. Car sales 
grew to 1,736 for the 
month, 53.2 per cent high¬ 
er than a year ago, while 
truck sales were up 13.8 
per cent at 17,080 vehicles 
firom 15,011 a year ago.

Strong retail banking 
numbers helped Canada’s 
six largest banks make a 
combined $4.56 billion in 
profits in the third quar¬ 
ter, with several of them 
posting double-digit im¬ 
provements that beat ana¬ 


lyst estimates. 

But the combined prof¬ 
its were about 11 per cent 
lower than a year ago, as 
Royal Bank pulled down 
the industry tally with a 
major writedown of its 
U.S. retail banking opera¬ 


tions, which are being 
sold. 

TD Bank was the last 
big bank to report its re¬ 
sults for the quarter yes¬ 
terday, with profits up 22 
per cent compared with a 
year ago. 

It boosted its dividend 
by two cents to 68 cents 
per share. 

CIBC also bumped its 
dividend higher earlier in 


the week, up three cents 
to 90 cents per share. 

Craig Fehr, a financial 
services analyst at Edward 
Jones, said earnings 
growth for the banks as a 
whole were reasonable 
given that the Canadian 
economy shrank in the 
quarter, but added that 
Canada’s banks are cush¬ 
ioned by their diversified 
operations around the 


world that generate rev¬ 
enue. 

“It’s really an environ¬ 
ment where we’re seeing 
a defined growth strategy 
that’s quite different 
across the banking land¬ 
scape, so each bank is go¬ 
ing to forge their own 
future here in the next 
several quarters in terms 
of defining their growth 
strategies.” 


He added that the 
banks generally showed 
strength in domestic 
banking, but that the 
pace of growth in the seg¬ 
ment is beginning to slow 
as more Canadians take 
heed of warnings about 
taking out loans as feder¬ 
al officials say consumers 
are racking up 
ballooning debts.

$27,000: Canadian student group 


Students often take it for 
granted they will graduate 
with a “D” for debt after 
college or university, and 
wony about having enough 
money while they’re in 
school. 

A third of first-year post- 
secondaiy students expect 


to have significant debt 
when they graduate, ac¬ 
cording to a recent RBC 
Royal Bank poll on student 
savings and spending. 

The poll also found that 
54 per cent were worried 
about having enough mon¬ 
ey for school. 


As academic an exercise 
as it may seem, budgeting 
can make a difference in 
terms of students “stress¬ 
ing” about their money, 
said Kavita Joshi, director of 
student banking at RBC.

A visit by a Chinese 
leader meant to spread 
goodwill has instead left 
Hong Kong fuming. 

In the two weeks since 
the visit, journalists have 
taken to the street in 
protest. Professors have 
taken out newspaper ads 
and students demanded 
the police chief resign. 

The uproar is the lat¬ 
est clash of cultures 
between the authoritari¬ 
an government in Beijing 
and Hong Kong, the for¬ 
mer British colony 
returned to China’s con¬ 
trol but allowed to keep 
its capitalism, civil liber¬ 
ties and Western-style le¬ 
gal system. 

Sparking the outrage 
were the security 
arrangements put on for 
Vice Premier Li Keqiang, 
a rising star in the 
Chinese leadership. Hong 
Kong’s vigorous press 
complained they were 
kept far away from Li 
during the few events 
they were allowed to cov¬ 
er. While such tactics are 
standard procedure in 
mainland China, Chinese 
leaders are usually more 
careful not to alienate 
freewheeling Hong Kong. 

The heavy-handed se¬ 
curity has served to 
heighten concern in 
Hong Kong that its auton¬ 
omy is being eroded by a 
mainland government.

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Jamie Bell can handle just 
about any challenge he 
can face as an actor. After 
all, his first role ever was 
that of the iconic 14 year 
old dancing savant in Billy 
Elliot, back in 2000.

It would seem that act¬

“An actor who enters in¬ 
to a motion capture film 
will bring to the table ex¬ 
actly what they bring to 
the table in a live action 
film,” he says. 

As a young child, the 
now 25-year-old Brit had 
loved the Tintin comics, 
which served as an inspira¬ 
tion to him. 

Not many people get to 
see themselves animated 
into one of their favourite 
fictional characters from 
childhood and for Bell, see¬ 
ing animated scenes from 
Tintin was a little unset¬ 
tling. 

“It’s weird seeing my fa¬ 
cial articulations, all that 
stuff, on another person’s 
body with another per¬ 
son’s face, but 1 think 
that’s only weird to me,” 
he says.

Russian reality show sparks debate

A mother is lecturing her 
23-year-old daughter about 
her love life, flailing a 
kitchen knife above her 
head for emphasis. 

Mom’s point: She’d like 
her immigrant daughter, 
from the former Soviet re¬ 
public of Moldova, to many 
a man with similar roots, 
keeping the family’s East 
European Jewish tradition. 

Alas, the daughter in¬ 


forms mom that she’s al¬ 
ready dating a Hispanic 
man. But she soon dumps 
him, on-camera, during a 
restaurant date. 

The scene is captured in 
a new TV reality show 
called Russian Dolls, which 
premiered on the Lifetime 
cable network in August 
and airs Thursdays at 11:30 
p.m. EST. 

It’s been called the Russ¬ 


ian Jersey Shore or Real 
Housewives, featuring six 
women and two men, plus 
colourful extras like Anna 
Kosov, the mother. They’re 
all from the former Soviet 
Union and either live or 
have lived in Brookl 3 m’s 
Brighton Beach neighbour¬ 
hood. But only two actually 
hail from Russia. 

The show has drawn the 
wrath of neighbours and 


community leaders who 
say it creates a caricature of 
their immigrant world, 
turning cast members into 
“Russians in tacky clothes 
who do little more than eat, 
drink and party,” says John 
Lisyanskiy, founder of the 
new non-profit Russian- 
Speaking American Leader¬ 
ship Gaucus and a budget 
analyst for the New York 
City Council. 


A fight between two 
women in the cast erupted 
during interviews with The 
Associated Press.

It’s an audacious salvo 
from the Eskimos (5-3), who 
are chasing the Stampeders 
(6-2) for the CFL’s West Divi¬ 
sion lead. Edmonton has 
lost three in a row, while 
the Stamps have won four 
straight. 

The Eskimos’ vice-presi¬ 
dent of marketing says the 
billboard is all about mar¬ 
keting and not a comment 
about on-field performance. 

“We wanted to make 
sure that this wasn’t a foot¬ 
ball thing. Our general 


manager and coaches 
didn’t know about this,” 
Duane Vienneau said from 
Edmonton. 

The Stampeders market¬ 
ing department countered 
Thursday with a newspaper 
ad that said, “Billboard at 
McMahon, $5,000; Ticket to 
the Labour Day Classic, $39; 
Putting your foot in your 
mouth: Priceless.” 

The Stampeders were 
mildly amused by the bill¬ 
board and showed no signs 
that the Eskimos were get¬ 


ting under their skin. 

Calgaiy’s quarterback is 
more motivated by Edmon¬ 
ton’s 24-19 win over the 
Stamps at home July 23 
than the billboard. 

“It’s about time the Bat¬

Belak’s death closely 
followed those of New 
York Rangers forward 
Derek Boogaard and Win¬ 
nipeg Jets forward Rick 
R 3 q)ien. However, unlike 
those men, the 35-year-old 
gave off no signs of 
trouble prior to being 
found dead on Wednesday 
afternoon. 

“From what 1 
understand right now, 
there were no warning 
signs,” NHLPA special advi¬ 
sor Mathieu Schneider 
said Thursday in an inter¬ 
view. “Maybe we’ll learn 
something different over 
the next few weeks.
